VERYTHING that 
has written hitherto has knowled 
and vigonr in it, and so we read his 
letters, essays and books always with the 
liveliest interest. He is alter Shavius, a 
G.B.S. turned jurist and historian, but 
not less independent and pugnacious as of 
yore—unpredictable in his attitude. All 
that can be foretold with certainty of Dr. 
Keith’s opinions is that they will not be 
what we expect. True Shavian, he is for 
Imperialism in one yudgment, for the Left 
in another, always making a highly 
plausible case, but never revealing a con- 
sistent underlying principle of decision. 
In. a volume which we reviewed three 
years ago Dr. Keith dealt generously with 
Ireland. At a time when his countrymen 
were at odds with Mr, de Valera’s Govern- 


ment over the annuities question and. 


the constitutional change, he, with his 
customary contrariness, took the Irish 
side, and set forth the legality of the 
Irish position as if he had been retained 
by Merrion street; and the Irish were not 
ungrateful for a gesture that at least made 
for Anglo-Irish andertanding. All the 
more will they regret his two references to 
Ireland in his new book, both unfriendly. 
In one he deplores as ‘‘ deleterious ”’ 
Irish immigration in Scotland, though 
ono might retort by pointing to the 
acknowledged civie virtues. of the Irish 
element in that kindred land, or, again, 
hy denouncing with his own bitterness the 
immigration of Scots into Ireland, their. 
mother country. | 


Irish Neutrality Attacked 


The other reference to Ireland is much. 
more serious.” Dr. Keith, in his Jast 
pages, mentions Irish neutfality “and 
writes :'— 

Eire, of course, is utterly unable to 
defend her neutrality é a day 
against German attack, and, in effect, 
Mr. de Valera's attitude is one of 
deliberate hostility to Britain; he has 
already helped the enemy by main- 
taining the German and Italian 
Legations in Dublin. 

This injudicial utterance is more than 
usually bitter. Clause by clause it is irre- 
sponsible. Without any thought for fact 
or consequence, Dr. Keith minimises Ire- 
land’s fighting strength, which is at least 
that of Finland. He then treats neutrality 
as an offence. He libels the Irish leader 
by an utterly false charge ; for no one who 
knows Mr. de Valera, or his utterances 
and record, needs to be told that 
“deliberate hostility’’ is alien to: his 
nature, and that his stubborn demand for 
Irish sovereignty and the whole Irish 
territory never has been tainted by bitter- 
ness or intransigeant racialism. Dr. Keith 
describes the tolerance of Legations in a 
neutral capital as ‘‘helping the enemy.”’ 
If the Germans said that the retention of 
Sir John Maffey in Dublin was “ helping 
Britain,” how justly Dr. Keith would 
inveigh against the absurdity !—bat he is 
so lost to the judicial spirit that he 
commits his country to the proposition 
that neutrality is enmity, so thatneutrals 
have no rights. 

He further condemns, as unfriendly to 
England, Mr. de Valera’s wish to restore 
the unity of Ireland. The six-county 
area would become neutral, like the rest 
of the island) What Dr. Keith does not 
show is how England would be hurt. 
Would her war-effort be weakened if she 
were relieved of a constant source of 
diplomatic embarrassment and of unrest? 
Would her security suffer if the whole 
island to her west were a solidly-defended 
neutral unit? Would she not rather be 
stronger by this’ establishment of 
peace upon her flank and the winning 
of the unqualified friendship of the 
world-scattered Irish race? Dr. Keith 
secms to despise that friendship, and yet 
he alleges hostility in us! 


Everybody Blundered 


As to his main theme, the causes of the 
war, it must be said that the war-heated 
state of his judgment is manifest through- 
out the five hundred very readable pages. 
Despite the enormous mass of authorities 
on which he has drawn—or, perhaps, 
because of the choking plethora of historic 
data—he fails to make a plain, logical 
case. He hammers Mr. Chamberlain as a 
blundering pacifist, and represents Sir 
Nevile Henderson as handling the delicate 
negotiations of the last months in 
questionable and disastrous ways. Lord 
Halifax, he generously says, ‘‘was not 
responsible for . . . British failure ”; but, 
nevertheless, was Herr Hitler's dupe. He 
favours the settlement of the Danziz 
question which was proposed by Herr 
Hitler; that is, a corridor across the 
Corridor, with a guarantee ‘of Polish 
interests within a German Danzig, and 
he suggests that British blundering pre- 


he says, British licy has been mis 
managed, and he há. for some future 
inquiry. into culpability, as if he had in 
mind some court like that to which 
Marshal Pétain’s Government has brought 
late political leaders. ' 

All that is agreeable doctrine for the 
German side, but it is balanced by an 
equally indignant condemnation of the 
Germans, and especially of the Fuehrer, 
““a man of disordered genius.” Certainly, 
there is nothing pro-German in a book 
which ‘is so erratically condemnatory of 
past British Governments; instead, Dr. 
Keith pleads for war 4 outrance, relates 
atrocity stories, laments restriction of 
air warfare, describes the unhappy 
King Leopold as “a worthy successor 
of the Leopold whose infamous 
treatment of the natives of the Congo 
could be excused only on the theory of 
insanity,” and, as we have seen, regards 
the Irish Government's scrupulous hand- 
ling of an exceedingly difficult situation 
with unhelpful anger. Religion has failed, 
Dr. Keith also assures us. Of the Pope 
he writes in language that seems to be 
borrowed from speakers at the Belfast 
Custom House steps. - The Church of 
England he rebukes for conniving at ‘‘ the 
callous destruction of a people,” and the 
Church of Scotland he finds to be corruy ved 
by the “false moral principles” of 
pacifists. i 

From this .-it will be seen that almost 
nobody pleases Dr. Keith, though we must 
except Mr. Eden and Mr. Churchill, for 
whom he seems to have a warmer spot 
than for Mr. Duff Cooper, whose conduct 
in the Spanish war was “ harsh.’’ A writer 
in such a mood of comprehensive contempt 
is ill-fitted to deal with a highly complex 
question. If nobody pleases him, he pleases

Next to the radical and fatal division of 
Christendom, the philosopher would con- 
sider those factors which have excited 
rivalry between the separate groups; for 
example, in inequitable division of colonial 
scope. On this Dr. Keith does write. His 
argument is that Germany did not need 
colonies, so that her claim was not a vital 
matter; to which ‘Germans might reply: 
“ Well, if they are worthless, why do you 
hold them so fast ?’’—so that Dr. Keith's 
argument settles nothing. On the other 
hand, he recognises the severities of 
Versailles as causes of German militancy. 
He writes on “ the fear of encirclement ” 
as an incitement to the recuperating 
Power. Such factors as these are the 
nearly-proximate causes of resort to arms, 
but they need not have produced war if 
statesmen had resolved in time to put the 
radical wrongs to right by revising the 

ace settlement on the basis of a 

uropean plan. The proximate cause was 
in the nature of the men who held the 
world’s fate in their hands. 

What was that nature? Germans say 
that the Allied statesmen were war- 
mongers ; and Dr. Keith, as we see, depicts 
them as muddlers. British champions 
reply that Herr Hitler and his colleagues 
| wanted war at any cost; that they were 
militarists who would see no virtue in a 
settlement that was reached without arms. 
Dr. Keith attempts an analysis of Herr 
Hitler’s extraordinary personality, but 
does not leave us much wiser. He rebukes 
Lord Halifax for calling the Fuehrer a 
“ homicidal lunatic ” and a “ mad dog ”; 
he contends that ‘‘ the evidence is conclu- 
sive that Herr Hitler did not desire war 
for itself’’; but he writes of “ sadism,’’ 
of ‘‘ ill-balanced intellect and... . funda- 
mental lack of morality,’’ and of ‘‘ the 
temporary curing of his intellect by 
} insanity,” so that Dr. Keith himself says 
what he will not allow Lord Halifax to say, 
and we do. not know what we are expected 
to believe. Ina word, Dr. Keith is as un- 
helpful in regard to the proximate as to 
the remote causes of the war, and what is

R. NOICE’S vivid narrative takes us 
to the “ back of beyond ” in the 
Amazonian jungles. The author is a well- 
known camera man who has made pictures 
for Pathé, and whose wanderings have 
taken him all through the world. Some 
years ago he met a wanderer in a Parad 
bar who regaled him with strange tales of 
primitive worship and rites among the 
remoter tribes, and later, accompanied 
only by a guide and some carriers, he made 
the journey to Yawarete, the headquarters 
of the Tariano Indians. There, after con- 
siderable effort, he won the confidence of 
the natives, and was able to conduct a 
series of investigations of the very first 
anthropological importance. His descrip- 
tions of the rites and certain of the drugs 
employed during these make clear the 
large part played in such ceremonies by 
hantasmagoria-inducing plant extracts. 
His journeying further brought him in 
contact with an extremely primitive tribe 
of dwarfs, the Pogsas of the Papuri River. 
Mr. Noice made many observations as well 
on the flora and fauna of these regions, 
and his account of the man-eating piranhas 
shows descriptive powers of prose as well 
as scientific accuracy. 

A camera man who can combine such 
qualities is an asset, and Mr. Noice should 
be able to record much of interest before 
the tide of advancing civilisation wipes 
clear from the slate the threatened 
customs, reprehensible or otherwise, of the 
primitive peoples.

OHN BUCHAN, as in everything else to 
which he put his hand, was an 
industrious writer. Glancing down the 
list of his works we find that he has 
turned out more than one book for every 
year since 1896, and, although he died 
some months ago, there are still two more 
volumes to come—‘' Sick Heart River ”” 
and “ The Long Traverse,’’ which will not 
appear until 1941. Of all his books, how-

THAT the membership of the Dublin 
Society of United Irishmen was 
almost half Protestant and half Catholic 
is the fair conclusion drawn by Dr. R. B. 
McDowell, in an informative article on the 
personnel of the Society in the current 
number of. “Irish Historical Studies,” 
The Dublin Society was established in 
November, 1791, as a sequel to the founda- 
tion of the organisation’ in Belfast by 
Wolfe Tone and his Northern friends, and 
Dr. McDowell’s study covers the period up 
to its dissolution by the police in 1794. 
Dr. McDowell’s study is based upon 
Irish and English State Papers, and is 
illustrated by interesting material from 
reports supplied to the Government, 
almost from the beginning, by Thomas 
Collins, an early member and cloth 
merchant, who had failed in business.

A few became informers, a 
few others served well the Yeomanry when 
the time for action came, and some 
changed their politics, “but a goodly 
number put their own preaching into 
practice,” And it is to be noted, although 
Dr. McDowell does not stress the point, 
that, in the period referred to, the whole 
organisation of the United Irishmen 
throughout the country was still within 
the law, and it was afterwards that the 
secret and armed revolutionary movement 
developed.

World’s End, By Uptoa Sinclair, London: 
T. Werner Laurie, Ltd. 10/6. 


ANNY BUDD is the son of an Ameri- 
BB can arms manufacturer and a very 
beautiful lady, also American, who has 
been an artist's model in Paris. Born and 
reared in Europe, he grew up to adolescence 
in the years in which tha first world war 
was preparing and beginning. His upbring- 
ing is conducted in that English, American 
and Continental society which had little to 
do. except make love and amuse itself from 
the Céte d’Azur to the Isles of Greece. 

Sinclair's new novel is the end of that 
world seen through Lanny Budd’s eyes. The 
story revolves round this youth, who is 
neither French nor American, and yet 1s 
something of both, and who is very much 
the adolescent whom novelists were then 
beginning to reveal in their young nakedness. 
But this is more than a novel: it is Upton 
Sinclair’s history of Europe in the years 
betwen 1913 and 1919—history as seen by the 
author of “The Jungle” and “' Boston’’ and 
‘“‘Oil’’—the same author, indeed, but mellowed 
between the days of the Chicago stockyards 
and this cataclysmatic year, 1940. . 

It is a long novel and well written, and 
packed with good personal and historical 
material, and yet not of the first class. But 
it is intensely interesting in almost every 
chapter, and it is of the stuff of truth no less 
in the literature of fiction than in the litera- 
ture of history. Its hero’s parentage enables 
him to see everything from inside—and every- 
body from inside, too, not excluding George 
Bernard Shaw, Anatole France, Sir Basil 
Zaharoff, Georges Clemenceau, Woodrow 
Wilson, Isadora Duncan—and much more 
worthless great Jadies—Lloyd George, Lincoln 
Steffens, 
Herron. These actual people spring to real 
life in Sinclair’s pages. With them the 
author is sometimes more successful than he 
is with the characters he has created for 
this novel. 

We see Lanny Budd first as a youngster in 
eurythmics, and follow him through the war 
bebind the lines, and in bf and the 
United States, until we leave him, a dis- 
illusioned young assistant at the Peace Con- 
ference of Versailles. He does not come 
unscathed through it all: but in the end his 
scars seem no 
marks left after his couple of sexual ex- 
periences. The disclosure that his father and 
mother had never been married did not affect 
him at all. He is a long distance from another 
of Sinclair’s creations, ‘‘ Jimmy Higgins.” 

This novel is indeed “ World’s End,” 1913. 
1919. And the people—all the people, high 
and low, bad and good, men and women in 
every sense and of every degree—whose world 
crashed then are all here. Upton Sinclair 
would show us why it was world’s end. And 
now again the end epproaches, but is this of 
a world so very different?

The Camelion’s Dish. By Roland Pertwee.

Mr. Pertweo’s new novel—a Book 
Society recommendation—derives its title 
from Hamiet’s famous rejoiner when 
asked by Claudius how he fares: “ Ex- 
cellent, i’faith: of the chameleon’s dish 
I eat the air, promise-crammed.”’ Our con- 


temporary author leaves us in no doubt as 
to the pronunciation of chameleon, a trap to 
those who have suffered from interpretations 
of the play in school editions. Of his two 
protagonists, one, Gerry, is an actor, the 
other, Michael, a playwright; and it is the 
playwright who tells the story of their friend. 
shjp—a second-selfdom in boyhood and young 
manhood, but in maturity temporily wrecked, 
so that Michael seems to have lost both friend 
and wife. 

The approach and manner approximate to 
the method of Dickens, but with a candour 
which to the Victorian mentality would be 
inadimssable : for theatrical circles before 
1914 were notoriously free-spoken, Actually, 
only a small proportion of the narrative 
touches the professional aspect of the young 
men’s activities, and the story is in the 
nature of a social chronicle, covering pre-war 
(that is, pre-1914) years, and post-war years 
into which a whole generation emerged 
maimed or disillusioned, It is then, how- 
ever, that reconciliation is effected. 

There are some excellent minor characters 
in a study of which the detail shows great 
care—notably the dramatist’s aunt Minnie, 
who found self-expression at one stage by 
letting off a rocket in the Law Courts to an 
accompanying cry, “ Votes for women”; but 
later discovered her vocation in war work. 
Sarah, Michael’s wife, is an unsympathetio 
character, although such may not have been 
the author’s intention. The moral of the 
book, from the cynic’s point of view, may 
be two-fold—firstly, that it is dangerous to 
allow another personality to become indispen- 
sable, at any point whatever; secondly, that 
no woman is prepared to “' share '—even on 
the mental plane—what she pee able her 
marital property.

‘When Winter Comes 


With the imminent approach of the 
equinoctial gales the period during which 
a German invasion of Great Britain will 
be practicable is drawing to an end; and, 
although Mr, Winston Churchill’s warn- 
ing to the British people is only forty- 
eight hours old, expert opinion is harden- 
ing in favour of the view that Herr 
Hitler’s generals may postpone their 
attempt until next spring. There can be 
small doubt that an invasion was contem- 
plated. German troops have been concen- 
trated in Norway and along the coast of 
France and the Low Countries, and the 
large assembly of barges in Dutch, 
Belgian and French ports hardly can have 
been a mere coincidence. From the 
beginning it was expected that an 
attempted invasion of Great Britain would 
be preceded by a large-scale bombardment 
of certain ports and other “ key ” points 


in the United Kingdom, just as in the last 


war every major offensive was prefaced 
by a heavy artillery barrage. That 
bombardment has been in progress for 
some weeks past. It has been directed 
from the north of France by Reichsmarshal 
Goering in person—a fact which indicates 
that particular importance is attached to 
the operations by the German High 
Command; and it would appear that a 
determined effort is being made to 
paralyse the nerve centre of Great Britain 
by the systematic bombardment of 
London. It is impossible to form any- 
thing like an accurate estimate of the 
amount of damage that has been done 
during th“ ‘--+ few weeks. Manifestly, 
however, the Bí. #h defences have been 
better than thy were believed to be, 
although in the nature of things attackers 
by night always w |l be likely to reach 
their objectives. There has been grievous 
loss of life; serious destruction has been 
wrought by high explosive bombs, one of 
which, according to a B.B.C. statement 
yesterday, left a crater of no less than 
forty feet in depth; but, for all practical 
purposes, the life ot Great Britain is going 
on as usual. Above all, the moral of the 
people seems to be unshaken. Evidently 
the history of the Spanish Civil War is 
repeating itself in respect of air raids. 
.The people of London, of Liverpool, and 
of Manchester are behaving in much the 
same way as that in which the people of 
Madrid and Barcelona behaved. They 
are making the best of a bad job; but 
they are not showing any signs of nervous 
exhaustion, far less of popular panic. In 
these circumstances, it is not too much to 


likely to be smashed as a result of air 
raids, however fierce they may become. 
The British are a stubborn people. They 
are united to a degree that virtually is 
unknown in continental countries, where 
political differences always have been 
more acute than they have been in Great 
Britain. Their Government enjoys the 
full confidence af all sorts and conditions, 
from the highest to the humblest in the 
land; and, while there is little or no 
“war fever,’’ such as there was during 
the last campaign, the people seem to be 
resolved to endure the most intense suffer- 
ing rather than abandon the struggle. 
The world is witnessing a fight & outrance 
between the two mightiest Powers on 
earth. No man can tell yet how it 
will end. 

While prophecy always is foolish, and 
has proved to be particularly foolish since 
the beginning of the present war, one 
thing, at least, can be predicted with a 
reasonable degree of certainty. The war 
will not be over this year. When, at the 
beginning of the last war, the late Lord 
Kitchener declared that it would last for 
three years he was ridiculed in high 
places; yet more than four years were to 
pass before the armistice of November, 
1918. A similar position exists to-day. 
The Germans obviously laid all their 
plans for a short war—the very term 
** Blitzkrieg’’—“ lightning war’’—indicates 
what was in Herr Hitler’s mind. Poland 
was wiped out of existence in three weeks. 
Holland and Belgium capitulated with 
bewildering rapidity, and even France, 
with her glorious army and her magni- 
ficent fighting spirit, was forced to her 
knees within a month after the break- 
‘through at Maastricht. On land there is 
no doubt that the German Army, with 
the co-operation. of Marshal Goering’s 
Luftwaffe, has proved to be almost 


irresistible; but when Germany was left 
face to face with the. British Empire a 
totally new set of circumstances had ‘to 
be faced by the Oberste Heeresleitung. 
‘Land-power was met by sea-power; and, 
with virtual equality in the air, the possi- 


embarrassment, inasmuch as it immobilised 
a large part of the British Navy in the 
Mediterranean. It also exposed. Egypt 
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and British interests in the Middle East

Possibly, there will be a winter campaign 
in Egypt, and even in Palestine.. Heavy 
blows may be struck at the British 
Empire beyond the seas; but until 
Great Britain herself shall have been 
forced to surrender, the “ Axis” Powers 
cannot win the war. In the mean- 
time, Europe must face the prospect of 


| another winter, According to all reports, 


the harvest has been reasonably good, and 
there is likely to be no serious shortage of 
food. On the other hand, the problem of 
its distribution may present some diffi- 
culties; for the entire transport system 
of the Continent has been disorganised, 
and the chaos that was created some 
months ago by the millions of refugees in 
France and elsewhere has not yet been set 
to rights. Furthermore, although there 
probably will be enough food to go round, 
the British blockade seems to be fairly 
efficient, and there may be a scarcity of 
other essential commodities, such as fuel, 
textiles and numerous kinds of raw 
materials. It must be remembered that 
the sea-borne trade not only of Germany, 
but also of Norway, of Holland, of 
Belgium and of France has been brought 


as the British Navy retains control of the 
seas, this condition of affairs will continue. 
We in Ireland are peculiarly fortunate in 
respect of essential supplies; but we 
cannot expect to escape scot-free. Our 
Government has been wise in its genera- 
tion ; yet it behoves every citizen to avoid 
all forms of waste, and to husband his 
resources, be they great or small. The 
prospect of another war winter is 
appalling ; but it must be faced. Already 
‘the days are drawing in, and Christmas is 
little more than three months away. 


Delayed Action 


What, asks this morning’s issue of the 
Irish Builder and Engineer, has become 
of the long-deferred report of the Dublin 
Housing Inquiry? It might, with equal 
justice, have asked what has become of 
several other inquiries on which great 
expectations have been staked. Wars have 
a nasty habit of paralysing social activity 
even in non-belligerent nations, and it can 
be replied that, while this country breath- 
lessly watches the progress of the great 
European war, wondering if the terrible 
day will dawn when she will find herself 
embroiled in it, there is no time for 
housing reports or housing activities. We 
doubt if the answer holds water. Ministers 
have told us that the bulk of materials 
necessary for the building of houses can 
be obtained within this country. Steel is 
lacking, and wood might be more abundant 
with advantage; but, if we were told truly, 
there ought to be little or no shortage of 
other materials—and it is probable that 
steel and, to a great extent, wood can be 
replaced by home-provided substitutes. 
Even if building must be curtailed through 
lack of money, is that necessity any reason 
‘why the members of the Housing Inquiry 
should not proceed with their report? Is 


ends? We are not unduly optimistic when 
we suppose that slum-clearance and re- 
housing will be resumed with the return 
of peace. Will the country then be put 
to the expense and delay of a new Inquiry 
—or would it not be better advised to 
build on the conclusions, if’ they ever 
appear, of the. late Commission? Condi- 
tions, as the Builder and Engineer points 
out, may have changed when the war ends; 
yet there surely would be some value in, 
at-any rate, an emergency and provisional 
report. We agree with its advice. When 
this country formed part of the United 
Kingdom there was a popular belief that 
Royal Commissions were created to 
shelve dangerous problems; they placated 
criticism, and did nothing. There is a 
danger that the same stigma will attach 
itself to the Commissions and Inquiries of 
these days—videte the Housing Inquiry 
and the Transport Tribunal, whose reports 
have not yet been issued; the Greater 
Dublin Tribunal of 1935, whose report, 
issued long ago, still awaits legislative 
Sanction, and others of less importance. 
It is not good that Government institu- 
tions should be brought into contempt; 
and that is what will happen to these 
Commissions and Inquiries, which already 
have become music-hall jokes. They are 
no joke, however, to many thousands of 
builders’ tradesmen and labourers who are 
out of work, to many thousands of railway 
workers and shareholders who looked to 
the Transport Tribunal as their salvation, 
and to a host of slum-dwellers who thought 
that the Housing Inquiry would give them 
a chance of a better life. It is a truism 
to observe that democracy is on its trial. 
Yet these are days in which democracy 
must tread warily in order to avoid 
mistakes. One of its weaknesses in the 
past has been a superabundance of red 
tape and pigeon-holes, and this shelving 
of Commissions is bound to create annoy- 
ance and distrust. We appeal to the 
Government to publish their work, even 
if the time is not ripe to act upon their 
recommendations. 


Taste in Books 


Some interesting comments on Dublin’s 
taste in books were made by Miss Roisin 
Walsh, chief official. of the Corporation’s 
Public Libraries, in a Press interview some 
days ago. About twenty-five thousand 
more books were borrowed last year than 
in the year before. This year the number 
of issues was about two million, but the 
figures represent, in Miss Walsh’s opinion, 
the reading of less than sixty per cent. of 
the city’s reading public. The remainder, 
presumably, either are so happily placed 
that they can purchase and keep on their. 
own shelves whatever books appeal to them, 


or are members of one of the city’s many 


excellent private lending libraries. All the 
world loves a story, and, as usual, the 
greatest demand is for novels: the men 
preferring above all else something to do 
love story. There certainly is no shortage 


to a virtual standstill, and that, so long 


it likely to be valueless when the war 
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of “love stories"; for we can remember | 
‘hardly any work of fiction in recent years 


while there is a film without a pie 
interest, but a novel without a belle 
passion somewhere in its pages is a very 
rare novel, indeed. Of course, people do 
iall in love. It is the most commonplace 
happening in the world; and the novel, 
therefore, which in the whole course of its 
plot never comes across a pair of lovers, is 
wandering on territory very far removed 
from the exciting round of normal human 
life. It is interesting to notice the effect 
which the cinema produces on public read- 
ing. Almost every “ film of the book ”’ 
that appéars in a Dublin picture house 
brings a rush to the libraries. Some of 
the books most greatly in demand in recent 
months were: ‘‘ Rebecca,” ‘‘ North-West 
Passage,’ ‘‘ Gone With the Wind ” and 
“ Jamaica Inn ” ; and almost immediately 
after the film, “ Juarez,’’ there were re- 
quests for histories of the Mexico of that 
period, and for biographies both of Juarez 
and of the ill-fated Maximilian. The war, 
too, has its effect. Russia’s attack on 
Finland brought at once a demand for 
books on Finnish history and military 
tactics, and the demand for military books 
increased still further with the German 
invasion of the Low Countries. This 
interest, however, waned with the collapse 
of France; and at the moment there are 
barely enough books on aircraft and the 
science of artillery to go round. One 
interesting indication of the trend of 
thought is the continual and increasing 
demand for volumes of sociology. Life in 
any country has not been a bed of roses 
in recent years. More often than not it 
has been a very precarious and drudging 
existence, and that so many people (not 
great public figures, but thousands of 
small inconsequential persons) are search- 
ing quietly by their firesides for a solution 
to things, for a glimpse of a better world, 
in which the workers will not have to 
worry so much about the menace of un- 
employment, where life might not be so 
relentless, and where there might be a 
more equitable distribution of its abund- 
ance, is a very good sign. Who knows 
what tremendous service the lending 
library may be performing for the world? 
In ignorance, as everybody realises 
nowadays, there is not so much bliss as 
we have been led often to believe; and 
enlightenment is a people’s best safeguard 
against abuses.

N a tormented world, the valley is the 
Í very abode of peace. Only the ruins of 
the huge barracks remind one occasionally 
that more than a hundred and fifty years ago, 
when the outside world was untroubled, the 
valley saw a battle of its own; that, and 
the carved inscription on a huge granite 
boulder, beside the quiet, winding road. But 
trees hide the front of the gaunt ruin now, 
and the rooks wheel lazily above the shattered 
roof, and, under the arch of the fine old 
bridge, the brown river whispers soothingly. 
High on the hillsides the bell-heather is 
showing already, in patches of purple and of 
a shade that is almost pink, and the bog 
violet rises proudly from a star of pale 
greenery set closely in the moss. Higher 
still, on a flat stretch of moorland, the white 
lumes of the bog cotton are silky in the 
right sunlight and the small wild orchids are 
mauve or a deeper purple. And the fraughans 
are ripening. i 
Wherever a bush grows there are blossoms ; 
for though the hawthorn petals have fallen 
there is honeysuckle that creeps from branch 
to branch—pink honeysuckle and cream. In 
the valley shees are June roses in the hedge- 
rows, and, beside the river, there is yellow 
broom. Among the grey rocks on one grassy 
hillside the newly-shorn sheep grow used to 
getting rid of their heavy winter coats, and 
the plaintive cries of the puzzled lambs are 
soothed to silence—for they recognise their 
mothers again. Because there is so little 
darkness, blackbirds seem to sing all night as 
if to fill the lovely place with the golden 
notes, before they must fall silent once more. 


SPIRIT OF QUIET 


Every day, from the little hotel, people go 
out, into the sunshine and there absorb the 
$pirit of the quiet valley, the spirit of peace; 
for it rests there, like a gentle benediction, 
upon. troubled hearts, and courage comes 
back, 

At one o'clock only a few visitors are within 
reach of the hotel; at six o'clock there are 
fewer still, and when folk gather for the 
evening meal they speak, not of war, but 
of the beauty they have seen that day. 
Shortly before nine watches are consulted, 
and one by one the visitors slip through the 
open door to sit about the room on whose 
centre table the portable wireless waits in 
silence for the necessary adjustment to be 
made. , 

The time signal comes startlingly clear, but 
@ minute this way or that seems to matter 
little in such a place; yet there is tension 
now, and listeners lean forward to watch the 
polished box. “Here is the news,” a voice 
says, suddenly, and the tension grows; and 
looking at the listeners one can hardly recog- 
nise in them the laughing folk of an hour 
before. 

‘‘That is the end of the news,” the voice 
says at last, and a laden cart creaks home- 
ward from the distant bog; above the dusky 
river a curlew quavers and is still. Some one 
sighs. Peace has come back to the valley.

Describing the raid, a London message 
stated that a German machine swooped 
out of the clouds to drop its load of 
bombs. One fell on the historic Palace 
Chapel, two damaged the inner 
quadrangle, and two started fires just out- 
side the buildings. 

Nearly all the windows in the south side 
of the inner quadrangle were damaged, 
and the walls were pitted by fragments. 

One of the bombs caused a fire between 
the main gates and the Queen Victoria 
Memorial. 

Soldiers from the Wellington Barracks 
helped the members of the Auxiliary Fire 
Service to get the fire under control. The 
three workmen who were injured are 
stated to have been the only casualties. 

The damaged chapel was built by Queen 
Victoria. It has been the scene of many 
Royal weddings and christenings. The 
Princesses Elizabeth and Margaret were 
christened there.

LORD CRAIGAVON’S

BOMBS IN DOWNING

Bombs were also dropped in Downing 
street, but they were incendiaries, and did 
no damage. 

The raid, which was the longest daylight 
cne yet experienced in London, began 
after the four hours raid, from 19 a.m. to 
shortly after 2 p.m. 

There was an earlier raid, which lasted 
an hour, and the sirens were sounded 
again in the afternoon at 4 o’c. 

An official communiqué stated that it 
was feared that a number of civilians had 
been killed and others injured. The 
bombs, it was added, had been dropped 
deliberately on a number of conspicuous 
buildings in various parts of London, 
irrespective of their nature. 

Press Association reports state that 

large numbers of fire bombs were dropped 
in the centre of the city. A school was 
hit, but the children had not then arrived. 
A stick of high explosives fell across a 
famous London square, but comparatively 
little damage was done, the only casualties 
being two soldiers, who were cut by flying 
rlass. 
. While reports indicate that the number 
of people killed in London was smaller 
than that in previous raids, it is also 
stated that there were casualties in a town 
on the castern outskirts of London, and in 
two towns in Lancashire. Elsewhere little 
damage was caused. 

According to reports from New York, 
more than 1,100 persons have been killed 
since Saturday last, and thousands have 
been injured in the raids on London.

ONLY A FEW RAIDERS 


Only a few machines took part in yester- 
day’s attacks—there were three in all— 
during the day, and there was only one 
machine in the tea-time raid.

“ A number of high explosive bombs 
were dropped around London, and fires 
were started, but were got under control.

GERMAN REPORT 


The German News Agency yesterday 
stated that the attacks of the German Air 
Force on Thursday night were directed not 
only against London and the Midlands, 
but particularly against the port facilities 
of Liverpool. It added that bombs were 
dropped and a number of fires were caused, 

Reconnaissance aircraft. flew over 
England yesterday morning and observed 
the accuracy of the German bombing 
attacks, the Agency stated. Many of the 
aircraft factories had received sO many 
direct hits that their productive capacity 
would be paralysed for a considerable time. 

Since early morning German bombers 
had been attacking industrial plants and 
docks in the London area. 


CHURCH DESTROYED 


Agency messages report that bombs 
which dropped on North London suburbs 
demolished several shops in a main road,

In the North-West most of the damage was 
caused by incendiary bombs. One of the 
houses that were severely damaged was 
sheltering a family of refugees from 
Germany. Fire bombs fell in a wood 
yard, and poople had to leave their homes 
while the fire was extinguished. 

A Roman Catholic church in West 
London was gutted by incendiary bombs. 
One of the priests told a reporter that the 
church vod g been completely renovated 
recently after nine years’ work. The 
results of nine years’ labour, he said, had 
been destroyed in four hours. 

In South-East London many working- 
class houses and flats were set ablaze. 
Dozens of fire engines arrived, and most 
of the fires were quickly dealt with. A 
high explosive bomb made a forty-foot 
crater in the street; damaging water and 
gas mains. 

In a north-east coastal town high 
explosive bombs were dropped near densely 
populated working-class districts, and 
rescue workers were busy for many hours. 
A casualty ward was hit by high ex- 
plosives. | 

At least one of the German bombers 
was destroyed during the night. It fell in 
a street in a Bristol Channel town and set 
a house on fire.

DAIL AND SENATE 
VACANCIES . 


THE OBSERVANCE 
OF THE TRUCE

There is no immediate likelihood of the 
holding of by-elections to fill the three 
vacancies which at present exist in the 
Dail. These are due to the deaths of Mr. 
Denis Gorey (F.G., Kilkenny), Mr, 
Seamus Moore (F.F., Wicklow) and Mr. 
Brooke Brasier (F.G., S.E. Cork). The 
existing Parliamentar} truce, which is 
being honourably observed by all parties, 
is, no doubt, the reason for this reluctance 
to move for the writs. 

The position at the moment seems to be 
that for the duration of the war emergency 
no steps are contemplated which would ex- 
cite political controversy and thus strain 
the good understanding which has’ per- 
sisted since the beginning of the war. As 
one authority put it, ‘‘ There will be no 
contest of a party political character so 
long as the Defence Conference continues 
to function. The Conference is the out- 
ward and visible sign of the truce which 
has been observed for the past,year.’’ 

The vacancy which has existed for some 
time in the Senate does not come under 
the same conditions, the Senate being, at 
least nominally, outside party politics. 
Now that the necessary legislation has 
been passed providing machinery for a by- 
election, which was not contained in the 
Act setting up the present Senate, it is 
probable that an election to provide a 
successor to the late Senator T. W. Delany 
will be held during the coming months. 
The first step—namely, a motion in the 
Senate—may be taken when that House 
meets the week after next. This will con- 
sist of a direction by the Senate to the 
Clerk of the House to notify the Minister 
for Local Government that a vacancy has 
occurred, : 

The Minister will then, within a period 
of not more than days, make an 
Election Order directing the election to 
be held. The Order will fix the date and 
place for the nominating meeting. Three 
members of each Nominating Body on the 
Cultural Panel (upon which the deceased 
Senator was elected) will be entitled to 
be present at the nominating meeting 
which will select the names of three can- 
didates according to a scheme set out in 
the Act, and: these will be submitted to An

OIL TANKER HIT 


During the raid a German oil tanker at 
Le Havre was bombed, and a supply ship 
also was attacked in the same neighbour- 
hood. Hits were made from a height of 
five hundred feet, and a bomb-burst was 
followed by an explosion on the foredeck 
of the tanker. 

After further salvoes had been dropped 
on the vessel smoke enveloped the decks. 

Striking at a wide network of rail com- 
munications and goods yards, the bombers, 
in spite of foul weather, continued to 
dislocate German invasion plans, says the 
Air Ministry statement. 


FIRES STARTED 


Just before 10 o’clock, in a thick cloud 
and drizzling rain, the bombers dropped 
a large number of bombs on the important 
marshalling yard at Ham, and heavy 
bombs were seen to burst along a line of 
trucks. 

At Osnabruck, a second important route- 
ing point for supplies from Germany to 
occupied territory, the raiders started ten 
large fires in the yards. 

Some of the aircraft which attacked 
Essen were badly iced, but many bombe 
were released over the rail centres and 
loaded sidings.

MANY EXPLOSIONS 


The Brussels yard, through which the 
Germans are believed to be routeing much 
military traffic, was bombed again on Thurs- 
day night.

the target saw his bombs creating a fire

“ We got direct hits on the dock build- 
ings and what presumably was an ammuni- 
tion dump, as there were large fires and 
huge explosions. . We could see the fires 
and hear the explosions long after we had 
left on our way home.’’ 


HIGH COMMAND REPORT 


The German High Command com- 
muniqué yesterday claimed that a German 
submarine had sunk 37,000 tons of 
merchant shipping, including a ship of

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
entitled: “ Britain Strikes Back,” says :— 
The losses, dangers and inconveniences of 
persistent bombing during the past week 

‘cease should have served to quicken 
the imagination of the people of London, 
and to give them some idea of what many 
parts of Germany have had to endure for 
several months past. 

There is, of course, the all-important 
difference that the bombings of the R.A.F. 
have been less widely distributed, since 
both care and skill have been devoted to 
concentrating them upon military objec- 
tives. But, as a result; those areas which 
have been attacked have suffered from a 
sustained intensity of bombardment such 
as no part of Great Britain has known. 
Britain is plainly very far from being a 
beleaguered and helpless island incapable 
of striking back. 

After dealing in detail with the 
numerous towns and other centres in Ger- 
many which have been bombed by the 
R.A.F., the article, referring to the alleged 
threat of invasion, continues: ‘‘ It matters 
very little to us whether he (Hitler) is 
serious or whether he is bluffing, or 


‘whether he has not even yet made up his 


mind. His serried masses, mostly in 
Northern France, are a proper target for 
our bombers. The crowded barges and E- 
boats in the Channel ports have been ex- 
posed to devastating onslaught; and the 
convoys creeping round the coast from 
Germany and the Low Countries to take 
up positions opposite our Southern sea- 
board have found that the protection of 
their shore batteries cannot save them.’’ 
The article concludes by saying that 
many of Germany’s important ports have 
been sorely beset by the R.A.F., and that 
whether or not the threatened invasion 
takes place there is universal confidence 
that the services of Great Britain are 
ready for any assault that may come.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The ofhcial intimation of the raid was 
conveyed in the following communication 
issued by the Northern Ireland Minister 
of Security -— 

“A single enemy aircraft made an 
unsuccessful attack on shipping off 
the coast of Northern Ireland this 
morning. : 

‘‘Subsequently a number of in- 
cendiary bombs were dropped on a 
coastal town. A few fires were caused, 
and wera soon brought, under control 
by the local fire brigade and auxiliary 
services. 

““Damage was slight and there were 
no casualties.”' 


NO SHIPS HIT 


The attack upon shipping was ineffec- 
tive, and no vessel was hit. The raider 
then turned his attention to the seaside 
town, a well-known holiday resort and 
residential district. 

Although it is calculated that over 
twenty incendiary bombs were dropped in 
various parts «cf the town, the actual 
damage caused was comparatively slight. 

When I visited the town this morning 
(says our Belfast Correspondent) no signs 
of a recent air raid were visible. After 
calls to the Town Hall and Police Office 
I got a list of the five premises where 
bombs were reported to have caused fires. 


BOMB THROUGH A ROOF 


When I subsequently visited these it 
was clear that the fires were not allowed to 
develop into a serious character, but were 
got under control very quickly by the local 
Fire Brigade and the Auxiliary Fire Ser- 
vice. In one case, where the damage was 
confined almost entirely to the upper 
room, where the incendiary bomb crashed 
through the slates, there was a mass of 
secondhand furniture stored below the 
three feet gap in the roof. This furniture 
was completely burned, and the bomb 
forced its way down through the floor and 
destroyed the contents of the room below. 

A postman told me that he was in the 
yard of the Post Office adjoining, and 
saw the ‘plane flying low overhead. It 
was a large four-engined German bomber. 


RAID IN A MIST 


“ There was a slight mist at the time,” 
he said. ‘‘but I saw the bombs being 
dropped from the machine. One fell in 
the Post Office yard, but without doing 
any damage it burned out. I saw one 
strike the roof of the auction mart next 
door, and a moment later saw smoke 
issuing from the hole in the roof. 
rushed to the telephone and rang up the 
local Fire Brigade, which arrived in a 
few minutes. A copious supply of water 
wes poured on the building, and in less 
than half an hour the fire was 
extinguished.”’ 

The proprietor of the auction mart, who 
was summoned to the spot by telephone, 
said when he arrived the Fire Brigade, 
which made a very prompt response, had 
the fire under control. Only a small part 
of the building was damaged. The main 
auction mart was undamaged, except that 
which was caused by the water as it flowed 
in streams down the stairs into the mart 
and main office. 


LORD CRAIGAVON’S VISIT 


The Northern Prime Minister (Viscount 
Craigavon) visited the town during the 
morning, accompanied by Mr. R. 
Gransden, Secretary to the Cabinet. He 
was met by the Town Clerk and other local 
officials, and, with them, inspected the 
area where the bombs had fallen. 

He congratulated the owners of the 
premises on the small amount of damage 
caused, and the heads of the Fire Brigade 
and Auxiliary Fire Service upon their 
prompt response. 

The Lord Mayor of Belfast (Sir Craw- 
ford McCullagh, Bart.) also visited the 
coastal town during the morning.

WHAT A RESIDENT SAW 


Mr. David H. Nightingale, who works 
in a local newspaper office, said in an 
interview that he was finishing up his 
work in the morning before going home, 
and looked out to see the time on a local 
public clock. It was a few minutes to 
seven. 

“I heard the noise of a ’plane over- 
head,” he said, “ and looking up saw a 
large four-engine aeroplane flying low. It 
was a German machine with the Swastika 
painted on it. It was flying over the main 
street. I saw the flash of incendiary 
bombs as they were dropped. I did not 
see where they fell, but there were no loud 
explosions, only a dull sound, as they 
crashed either on the street or on the roofs 
of houses. 

“The ‘plane moved off inland, but 
returned in a few minttes, and was 
followed five minutes later by two British 
Spitfires. Three more British ‘planes 

assed overhead in pursuit a short time 
ater, and proceeded out to sea in a north- 
easterly direction. The raid only lasted a 
few minutes. There were few people in 
the streets at the time—only some pas- 
sengers making their way to the railway 
station for the early trains to Belfast. 


NO PANIC

A 
short time afterwards I set in motion the 
machinery to call out the skeleton A.R.P, 
staff. Then I received the fire calls.” 


ATTACKS ON VESSELS 


At a point on the coast an attack was 
made on a vessel by a bomber, believed 
to be a Junke: 88.

BRITAIN’S MILK 
SUPPLY 


WAR-TIME PRECAUTIONS 


———— 


While every possible care is taken to ensure 
the cleanliness of Britain’s milk supplies, 
there is no doubt that in times like the pre- 
sent, special dangers of infection may exist, it 
was pointed out in a Ministry of Information 
News Bulletin, Maximum protection against 
these dangers can be obtained by boiling all 
milk that has not been pasteurized or sterilized. 
The milk should be brought to the boil and 
then cooled quickly. 

Since the outbreak of war the Government 
health services have kept a close watch on 
the conditions affecting public health in 
Britain. A number of steps have been taken

welcoming home of a. gon who had 
long been exiled in the land of

The decorative scheme in the principal streets 
was elaborate in the extreme, while essenti- 


ally, of course, of a sombre fun character.

) place Louis Philippé on the throne 
of France—was removed altogether from the 
prominent, position which it had occupied in 
the middle of the Invalides: Avenue, down 
which the procession of to-day was to pass, 
and was ignominiously consigned to a cellar. 
At dawn, amid clouds of incense and thunder 
of cannon and tumult of the multitude, who 
were early astir, the coffin was transferred 
from the barge to the imperial car; this great 
ear or hearse was of such stately pretensions, 
with its adornments and embellishments, that 
the coffin as it lay-on the top of it looked in 
comparison almost insignficant. The forenoon 
was well gone ere the imposing funeral pro- 
cession came down the Champs Elysées, with 
military; naval and civie dignitaries in their 
hundreds, the Emperor’s white charger all 
alone, muffled bands, and all the panoply and 
paraphernalia of state. How much more 
affecting seemed the humble little funeral pro- 
cession along the rough country road of St. 
Helena two months previously. 


AT THE CHAPEL 


It was past two o’clock when the funeral 
cortége reached the Chapel of the Invalides, 
where for hours a very distinguished congre- 
gation had awaited its arrival, The chapal 
was sombrely but gorgeously bedecked with 
imperial emblems and insignia, standards cap- 
tured by Napoleon’s armies in many a battle, 
the catafalque was topped by a mighty eagle, 
while ten thousand wax candles illuminated 
the edifice. The final ceremonies were brief. 
Amid the silent throng the coffin was solemnly 
borne to the catafalque. The Prince de Join- 
ville, vant towards King Louis Philippe, 
said: “' Sire, wre se" the body of the 
Emperor Napoleon.” Louis Philippe answered : 
‘*I receive it in the name of France.” The 
final prayers were recited, and the coffin was 
carried to its resting-place, which had been 
prepared for it in the Temple, The congrega- 
tion left the church; the crowds gradually 
melted away; the shades of evening fell; and 
all was q-"2t again.
